Math workshop conducted

Gearing up for changes in 
math tests in 2002, Romulus 
teachers recently attended a 
MEAP math test update work¬ 
shop under the leadership of 
local math teacher Lynn Be- 
hta. 

Teachers from grades 3 
through 8 were instructed in 
the process slated to be imple¬ 
mented in MEAP tests two 
years from now - known as 
Constructed Response. 

According to Behta, stu¬ 
dents will be given a pattern of 
five to six items -- with one ele¬ 
ment missing. 

The students will then be 
asked to draw or construct the 
correct missing figure or nu¬ 
mbers and explain the pro-

gression observed from the 
entire pattern. 

The student’s constructed 
figure and final explanation 
will then be graded on accu¬ 
racy and overall understand¬ 
ing of the project. 

The grading system will 
range from a high of four for 
complete mastery to zero for 
no understanding. The grading 


process is quite involved, Be¬ 
hta explained, as the patterns 
ai'e quite complex thus offer¬ 
ing a wide variety of re¬ 
sponses. 

Cathy Maxwell of the 
Lamphere Schools was the fea¬ 
tured presenter and explained 
how the students should write 
the responses as well as how 
the teachers should read and 
grade the responses. 

Maxwell also outlined how 
the MEAP questions will be 
formulated...so local teachers 
could prepare their best train¬ 
ing options. 

Behta revealed that al¬ 
though this style of math prob¬ 
lems will not be on MEAP tests 
for two years, it is important 
that both teachers and stu¬ 
dents know the concepts as 
soon as possible.

Romulus also 
opposes utility 
tax breaks....

The Romulus City Council 
last week joined a host of other 
Wayne County communities in 
opposing changes made by the 
Michigan Tax Commission that 
could cost the city $278,924. 

The council voted 7-0 to en¬ 
dorse a “Resolution Opposing 
a Special Tax Break for Util¬ 
ities” and to contribute $1,046 
toward a legal battle to over¬ 
turn the commission action. 

The resolution states the 
state tax commission “has 
adopted special composite 
multipliers that must be used 
in calculating the ad valorem 
tax assessment of gas and elec¬ 
tric utility transmission and 
distribution systems” through¬ 
out the state. 

The resolution continues 
“the special utility multipliers 
grant Michigan utilities mil¬ 
lions in tax breaks that are un- 
available to any other 
Michigan citizens or busi¬ 
nesses.” 

It adds “the special utility 
tax breaks unfairly shift signif¬ 
icant tax burdens from util¬ 
ities to other Michigan 
businesses and citizens, forc¬ 
ing either increases in local 
taxes and/or severe reductions 
in educational, recreational, 
public safety or other local 
government services.” 

According to a letter from 
David Cox, assistant to Mayor 
William Oakley, “it is esti¬ 
mated in Romulus that taxes 
paid by utilities for real and 
personal property, including 
transmission lines, amount to 
over $69,731 per year. 

“Because taxpayers can ap¬ 
peal three previous years, the 


real dollar impact of this deci¬ 
sion for Romulus is $278,924,” 
Cox’s letter continued. 

The difference with the 
changes are that the utility 
property would be assessed on 
what they cost to construct mi¬ 
nus depreciation. 

Cox’s letter states “most as¬ 
sessed values are based on 
current value minus deprecia¬ 
tion.” 

One irony pointed out in the 
letter states “Detroit Edison is 
in the process of purchasing 
MichCon for 2.6 times its book 
value. 

“This certainly indicates 
that Detroit Edison under¬ 
stands the value of owning 
MichCon infrastructure even if 
the Michigan Tax Commission 
does not,” the letter states. 

Additionally debt service 
that is spread among tax¬ 
payers for bond issues, the let¬ 
ter continues “will now be 
spread among a smaller pool 
causing the remaining tax¬ 
payers to be forced into subsi¬ 
dizing the 30% average rate 
reduction realized by the util¬ 
ities.” 

A major fund has thus been 
set up to accept donations for 
impending legal action in the 
amount of 1.5% of the revenue 
the jurisdiction is likely to 
lose.

City, Huron Twp. 
seeking to end 
railroad tie-ups

Romulus and Huron Towns¬ 
hip leaders are working to end 
motorist frustrations brought 
on by traffic delays caused by 
long train blockings at rail 
crossings -- particularly along 
Pennsylvania Road. 

Both Romulus Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley and Huron Towns¬ 
hip Supervisor David A. Glaab 
and equally concerned about 
emergency vehicles during 
these traffic “cut-off’ times.

In the past it was believed 
that $50 traffic delay fines 
would limit such traffic woes, 
but Oakley feels that “after the 
fines are paid, they get passed 
on to the shippers.” 

In effect those imposed 
fines may mean we are ulti¬ 
mately paying more for our 
goods at the stores, Oakley ad¬ 
ded. 

Thus both Oakley and Glaab 
and their transportation sup¬ 
port teams are studying the 
possibility of creating a tunnel 
or bridge in an area that would 
be mutually beneficial to both 
communities. 

It also is felt that an elabo¬ 
rate system of pumps and 
pipes to control water runoffs 
from rain and snow are also 
being considered. 

Both municipal leaders re¬ 
portedly also favor a potential 
grade separation project on 
Pennsylvania that would allow 
the CSX line to lengthen its 


switching/storage yard allow 
connecting trains to operate 
without interfering with mo¬ 
torists. 

Currently discussions are 
being conducted by both mu¬ 
nicipalities, CSX Railroad, the 
state Department of Transpor¬ 
tation and Wayne County. 

Such a plan reportedly also 
is being looked at favorably by 
U.S. Senator Spencer 
Abraham, State Sen. Loren Be¬ 
nnett and State Rep. Raymond 
Basham.

Canton soldier marks Year 
2000 near Korean border 


Army Pfc. Richard D. Hanly 
got to celebrate the Year 2000 
hours before his dad, Mark 
Hanly, did last weekend, 
Hanly marked the historical 
change at his Army post in Ko¬ 
rea, while his dad celebrated 
in his hometown of Canton. 

The young U.S. soldier was 
one of 30,000 Americans that 
were teaming up with 500.000 
Republic of Korea military 
men and women in marking an 
exercise named “Foal Eagle.” 

The exercise climaxed four 
months of preparation to test 
the readiness of allied efforts 
along the Korean divide.* 
“Everyone began preparing 
four months ago by repairing 


and shipping needed equip¬ 
ment, vehicles and weapons 
that we are using in this exer¬ 
cise today in Korea.” 

The River Rouge High 
School graduate said ‘ 4 I 
couldn’t wait to finish with the 
packing and repairing. I’ve 
been so anxious to get this ex¬ 
ercise underway, because I’ve 
always wanted to get to an¬ 
other part of the world.” 

Hanly, who is part of a task 
force from elements of the 4th 
Infant^ Division based in Fort 
Hood in Texas, expressed the 
pleasure of having an oppor¬ 
tunity to experience the Ko¬ 
rean culture.” 

“My job here in Korea is to- 


travel ahead of my unit to find 
the enemy and point out any 
obstacles that may hinder the 
troops' movement,” he added. 

Hanly said he also goes “be¬ 
hind enemy lines to observe 
the enemy’s activities and 
gives that information to his 
unit commanders, so they can 
determine a plan of action.” 

Hanly, in his role as a scout, 
finds his military life ex¬ 
tremely rewarding and excit¬ 
ing.

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Forget Y2K, big business should 
turn attention to customer service 


I waited with baited breath as the new millenni¬ 
um was about to unfold. I wasn’t expecting the end 
of the world or even acts of terrorism. I foresaw, how¬ 
ever, countless minor irritations that would com¬ 
pound the difficulty of everyday living. 

But you know what, I was wrong. There were no 
terrorists attempting to blow up the Eiffel Tower and 
the minor irritations were kept to a minimum thanks 
to a worldwide preparedness effort And of course 
we are all here today to begin to fulfill the New 
Year's resolutions we made on the eve of2000. 

I’ve got my own set of resolutions that I wish some 
of the bigger businesses in our area would follow. 
Number one on that list is courtesy to customers. I 
don't know about you, but each time I call a utility or 
public office, I get the computerized phone board 
with multiple options. After dancing through six to 
ten options, I finally get a real human being at the 
other end, who is usually discourteous and unhelp¬ 
ful. 

For instance, I called MCI, the phone company a 
week ago.

My experi¬ 
ences with 
Ameritech

through to a real person fairly fast but once there 
they are usually of no help and continually play the 
transfer game.

I fol¬ 
lowed up with two letters to a vice-president at 
Ameritech, without ever hearing a response.

At the end of the longwinded recording I 
had the option to press a key to transfer to order tick¬ 
ets.

I could go on and on and so could you. That’s why 
I hope resolution number one for business this year 
is improved customer service. Forget Y2K. The 
world is still here.

Eminent domain gone amok

The City of Detroit has entered 
into a “partnership” with power¬ 
ful private gambling interests and 
is using the power of “eminent do¬ 
main” to essentially confiscate 
prime real estate on the city’s 
riverfront, owned by private par¬ 
ties, on which to build three casi- 
•nos for three different gam¬ 
bling Syndicates. 

The gambling syndicates will 
/‘reimburse” the city for the costs 
incurred in acquiring the proper¬ 
ties. In return, the city will get a 
percentage of the gross gambling 
^revenues. 

i Michigan State law (as is true 
in most states) allows cities and 
counties to take private properly 
for use by (private) commercial 
^enterprises. In the Fifth Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution, gov¬ 
ernment is allowed to take pri¬ 
vate property for “public use” as 
.long as due process of law is fol¬ 
lowed and “just” compensation is 
paid (to the owner). Last Novem¬ 
ber, a Wayne County Circuit judge 



ruled that gambling casinos fall 
within the definition of commer¬ 
cial enterprises understate law. 

Detroit has used its power of 
eminent domain in the past to the 
benefit of private interests. Over 
six hundred acres of residential 
and commercial property in “Pole- 
town” were condemned, for the 
benefit of General Motors to build 
a manufacturing plant, at a cost of 


over $160 million. In 1997, the city 
took private property to build two 
stadiums for the billionaire own¬ 
ers of the Detroit Lions and De¬ 
troit Tigers sports franchises. 

All three of Detroit’s recent 
major acquisitions through the 
use of eminent domain have end¬ 
ed up in court. Only one of the 
first two of the lawsuits chal¬ 
lenged the concept of transferring 
private property from one private 
party to another private party as 
constituting a “public use.” That 
lawsuit was separate from the 
“just” compensation issue, and 
only saw the first court decision a 
couple of weeks ago, which De¬ 
troit lost. The issue is virtually 
moot as the city paid the court or¬ 
dered amount for the property 
and turned it over to General Mo¬ 
tors. In the General Motors land 
grab, the court ordered payments 
approximately four times what 
the city had originally offered. 

Wayne County is in the process 
of condemning property just 
south of the airport to be used for

The death of 91-year-old Clay¬ 
ton Moore, who began playing the 
“Lone Ranger” on radio in De¬ 
troit in 1933, reminded everybody 
of the same joke: 

While being surrounded by 
charging Indians on horseback, 
the Ranger tells Tonto, his faithful 
Indian companion, “We're in trou¬ 
ble.” 

As the Indians close in, Tonto 
answers, “What do you mean ’we,’ 
Kemo Sabe?” 

The story reminded me of 
what happened to former West- 
land City Council President San¬ 
dra Cicirelli, who was ousted by 
her allies after being their faithful 
companion for four years. Ci- 
cirelli’s allies dumped her Mon¬ 
day night, replacing her with for¬ 
mer Westland Mayor Trav Griffin. 

Like Clayton Moore’s Lone 
Ranger, Cicirelli had been popu¬ 
lar, though not as popular as the 
Ranger, who was a hit on the ABC 
show in 1949 and made the show 
ABC’s most successful show dur¬ 
ing the fifties, some say the show 
that established the fledgling net¬ 
work. 

Similarly, Cicirelli’s popularity 
and support helped reelect Grif¬ 
fin by a small margin in 1997 and 
was instrumental in carrying 
David Cox and David James, also 
by a small margin, into office in 
1999. Had Cicirelli supported 
their opponents in these elec- 


the airport expansion or for the 
County’s commercial venture (de¬ 
pending on which County Com¬ 
missioner you listen to). 

The City of Romulus is contem¬ 
plating condemning private prop¬ 
erty for use in conjunction with a 
municipal golf course. This does 
not fall into the same category as 
these other takings since such golf 
courses have long been recog¬ 
nized as a “public use.” 

In the lawsuits instituted by 
Detroit to condemn and acquire 
forty-seven parcels of property for 
the casinos, property owners have 
finally raised the question of what 
constitutes “public use” as the 
prime issue in the taking, leaving 
“just compensation” to be re¬ 
solved only if the city wins the 
first lawsuiUs). 

This could be a landmark case 
that will go all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court Our founding fa¬ 
thers must be spinning in their 
graves that the courts have al¬ 
lowed the abuse of eminent do¬ 
main to go as far as it has. If pri¬ 
vate gambling syndicates are con¬ 
sidered a legitimate “public use,” 
what will private property be Lik¬ 
en for next private brothels?

In later years* Moore said that 
playing the Ranger was the only 
job he had ever wanted. “I want¬ 
ed to be either a cowboy or a po¬ 
liceman,” he said. “As the Lone 
Ranger, I got to be both. 

”1 like playing the good guy. I’ll 
wear the white hat for the rest of 
my life.” 

Likewise (if I read her right), 
Cicirelli liked playing the good 
gal. She liked being a polite pleas¬ 
ant council president who was 
fair to all. She gave time to citi¬ 
zens to speak at the beginning of 
council meetings and responded 
to their questions. 

During council meetings, she 
played the game according to 
Hoyle. All members were recog¬ 
nized and heard. Votes were fair 
and above board, not deflected by 
parliamentary tricks or heavy- 
handed partisanship. 

While Cicirelli’s kind low-key 
style was well-suited to the presi¬ 
dent’s job, it’s no slight on her to 
point out that her best was quite 
not up to the Ranger’s. Each 
episode of the Ranger began with 
an announcer saying, “A fiery 
horse with the speed of light, a 
cloud of dust and a hearty ’Hi-ho 
Silver!’ - the Lone Ranger,” fol¬ 
lowed by a few stirring bars from 
the William Tell Overture. 

He only loaded his Colt 45 with 
silver bullets and he never shot to 
kill, only to maim. 

Each episode ended with 


someone asking, “Who was that 
masked man?” as the Ranger 

mounted his horse, Silver, and 
galloped into the sunset 

Now that’s style. 

But even the Ranger was re¬ 
tired in 1957 after 169 episodes 
anc[ two movies. 

Not washed up, Moore jumped 
back into the saddle again as Zor- 
ro in “The Ghost of Zorro” in 1959. 

But Moore could not give up 
the Lone Ranger role. For 20 
years, he continued to appear ap¬ 
pearing as the Ranger, complete 
with pearl-handled six-shooters, 
at supermarket openings and 
fairs. 

When the company that owned 
the rights to the Ranger obtained 
an injunction preventing Moore 
from wearing the mask in 1979, 
Moore took to sporting wrap¬ 
around sunglasses instead and 
recorded a protest song, “Keep 
the Mask on the Lone Ranger” 

Moore filed a countersuit and 
in 1985 a court struck down the in- 
junction, allowing the mask to 
once more reside on his eyes. 

It’s doubtful that Cicirelli is 
any more washed up now than 
Moore was in 1959. I expect 
her to follow his example and 
find a new role at city hall. 

Before her recent demotion, 
some political players had pre¬ 
dicted that she would run for 
mayor next year. Perhaps she was 
abandoned by her allies like the 
Ranger by Tonto in the joke be¬ 
cause of her supposed mayoral 
ambitions. 

If she chooses to run, one can 
only wish her “a fiery horse with 
the speed of light, a cloud of dust 
and a hearty ’Hi-ho Silver’” - the 
city council president rides again! 
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What really 
happened in 
State House? 

To the editor: 

Those of you who follow the 
Legislature’s activities might 
still be trying to figure out and 
absorb what transpired in the 
last few days before it re¬ 
cessed for the holidays. Many 
issues that had been discussed 
all year finally came to a vote, 
while others have been put off 
until next year. Here is a brief 
summary of some of the major 
pieces of legislation we ad¬ 
dressed, along with some of 
the pros and cons associated 
with them. 

• Charter schools-A mea¬ 
sure to lift the cap on the nu¬ 
mber of charter schools 
sponsored by universities 
failed to gain approval in the 
House. Many of my colleagues 
did not support this legislation 
because of concerns about the 
lack of oversight of the char¬ 
ters we now have. Unlike more 
traditional state-funded 
schools, charter schools do not 
have elected school boards to 
oversee their operations and 
are often run by for-profit man¬ 
agement companies. Suppor¬ 
ters of charter schools see 
them as alternatives to conven¬ 
tional public schools, with less 
bureaucracy and the potential 
for more innovation. Because 
raising the cap is a goal of the 
current administration, I ex¬ 
pect we will see this legisla¬ 
tion revived next year. 

• Residency-A bill that 
loosens residency require¬ 
ments for city employees by al¬ 
lowing them to reside within 
20 miles of the nearest city 
boarder has been signed by 
the Governor. Supporters of 
this legislation felt it was un¬ 
fair that some cities require 
their employees to live within 
the cities’ borders. Opponents 
felt that such issues should be 
decided locally and not in Lan¬ 
sing. 

• Right-to-Farm-This legis¬ 
lation. also approved by both 
the Jiouse and the Senate, is 
an attempt to establish uni¬ 
form agricultural laws across 
the state. Among other mea¬ 
sures, the legislation calls for 
the adoption of what are 
called “Generally Accepted 
Agricultural Management 
Practices” in such areas as ma¬ 
nure management and farm 
expansion. As with the resi¬ 
dency bill, the importance of 
home rule was a major part of 
this debate. Those who op¬ 
posed the farm bill felt that ag¬ 
riculture regulations can best 
be set by local communities. 
They also fear that provisions 
of the new law are not strin¬ 
gent enough, allowing the 
widespread establishment of 
“factory farms” in Michigan. 
Supporters of the bill said that 
farmers should be able to 
count on one standard 
throughout the state, and that 
“local control” is often used as 
a pretext to put farmers out of 
business. 

• Drain code: While not a 
high profile issue, the revi¬ 
sions to the 1956 code, as pas¬ 
sed by both Houses, are 
significant. This bill imposes 
new requirements on country 
and state officials to protect * 
water quality, minimize the ad¬ 
verse impact of drain projects, 
incorporate flow patterns into 
drain design and storm water 
management and make on-site 


storm water retention a prior¬ 
ity. Opponents of the bill say it 
does not go far enough to pro¬ 
tect the environment, while 
supporters, citing the original 
date of the code, say the up¬ 
dates were necessary. 

• School administrators and 
unions: Detroit school admin¬ 
istrators, including principals, 
will have their union dis¬ 
banded under legislation ap¬ 
proved by both houses. There 
was no Democratic support for 
this bill and my colleagues and 
I argued that it is not fair to 
prohibit any employees from 
organizing, and it is certainly 
unfair to single out one school 
district’s union. Those in sup¬ 
port of the bill say that school 
administrators are part of 
management and should not 
be allowed to unionize. 

There were definite win¬ 
ners and losers in 1999. Where 
do you think our priorities 
should be? My colleagues and 
I always appreciate hearing 
from you; write to any of us at 
the State Capitol, Lansing, MI, 
48909.

Help for Grinders: 

Question: 1 have been told I grind my teeth. 
Is there anything I can do to help this? 

Answer: Many people grind and clench their teeth. 
Most of them do it without even knowing it. They 
may be under stress and clench their teeth at work or 
their spouse may tell them that they are grinding their 
teeth at night while sleeping. 

The results of this can range from the fairly 
innocuous to nearly debilitating. Mild grinding can 
lead to the slow wearing down of the teeth, while 
' heavy grinding can lead to severe wear and fracturing 

of the teeth, muscle pain in the face and perhaps even jaw joint (TMJ) damage. 

One of the most effective treatments for this condition is the wearing of a bitesplint or 
nigh guard. These are different names for the same thing- a clear acrylic plate which 
fits over the teeth and prevents the opposing teeth from contacting them. It usually is 
constructed to fit over the upper teeth and fits snugly so it doesn't fall out. It can be 
worn both during the day and at night. By preventing the teeth from contacting and 
lacking together, the jaw muscles are relaxed and the teeth are protected from 
damaging each other.

Plymouth-Salem and coach 
Bob Brodie closed out the 20th 
century with a victory over 
Redford Thursday in the finals 
of the Grosse He Holiday Bas¬ 
ketball Invitational.

Woodson to leave 
Romulus to coach 
at Eastern ^§ich.

One of the most successful 
high school football coaches in 
the area will leave Romulus soon 
to join the coaching staff at East¬ 
ern Michigan University this 
fall. 

Mark Woodson, who turned 
Romulus High’s football pro¬ 
gram around and helped the 
Eagles post unprecedented 
back-to-back championships 
in the Mega Conference, on 
Monday announced that he 
will be leaving Romulus High 
to join newly-appointed EMU 
head coach, Jeff Woodruff’s 
staff. 

EMU is rebuilding its foot¬ 
ball program in the wake of a 
4-7 season in 1999. 

“It’s time,” said Woodson, 
who guided the Eagles to an 
8-3 overall record last season. 
“I felt that if I was going to 
make the move to collegiate 
football, this is the time to do 


so.” 

Woodson will handle the 
wide receivers, he said, a task 
that comes naturally to him 
since he played the position as 
a collegiate star at Wayne 
State University. 

“It is obviously going to be a 
big challenge, but I feel that I 
am ready for it. I have had a lot 
of fun here at Romulus and it 
will be difficult to leave. I 
have a lot of friends here. 

“But, I have talked it over 
with the family, and they are 
behind me 100 percent.” 

Woodson, 39, a graduate of 
Robichaud High School in the 
Westwood School District, 
launched his high school 
coaching career at Romulus 
High in 1995 where he man¬ 
aged to win two of his seven 
games in his inaugural season. 
The Eagles gradually im¬ 
proved from a 3-6 (1996) to a 5-4 
(1997) team. 

Then, with Romulus’s first- 
ever All-State running back,

Freddie Russell, in the lineup 
Romulus compiled a 10-1 over¬ 
all record in winning their 
first-ever conference football 
title in 1998. (The school is 
noted for its basketball and 
has produced such greats as 
NBA stars - Johnny Long, 
Grant Long, and Terry Mills). 

In 1998, the Eagles won the 
Mega Conference Gold Divi¬ 
sion title, then in 1999, Ro¬ 
mulus was elevated to the Blue 
Division of the four division 
conference and became the 
first team in the Mega to win 
titles in two different divi¬ 
sions. 

Jesse Meriweather, Ro¬ 
mulus High School athletic di¬ 
rector, was not available on 
Tuesday for comment.

Westland John Glenn’s se¬ 
nior wrestler Jeff Albrecht re¬ 
ceived a belated Christmas gift 
last week.

“I set goab for myself and 
decided I wanted to better my¬ 
self and my family by becom¬ 
ing very successful,” said 
Taron, 18, who attends CMU on 
a partial athletic scholarship.

With kids, dogs, and cats 
running in a million different 
directions, its comforting to 
have a single vehicle that can 
handle whatever your hyper¬ 
active tribe demands. I’m 
speaking of the Warner Bros. 
2000 Chevy Venture. Not only 
can it carry your family safely 
from point a to point b, it can 
haul all of your important 
stuff. 

This Venture charms min¬ 
ivan buyers. To keep this min¬ 
ivan at the peak of its game, 
there are, several interior im¬ 
provements this year. The in¬ 
strument cluster has been 
redesigned with three large, 
round easy to read gauges sur¬ 
rounded by red accents. A new 
message center is positioned 
at the bottom of the tachome¬ 
ter which conveys several ad¬ 
visories such as change oil 
soon, door ajar plus two differ¬ 
ent trip mileages. 

The Venture also has sev¬ 
eral radio upgrades and con¬ 
trols in the rear seats. 
Introduced this year is the spe¬ 
cial version of the Warner 
Bros. Package, which includes 
a fully integrated, factory in¬ 
stalled rear seat entertain¬ 
ment system. It has a 
videocassette player with four 
tape storage unit, an LCD color 
monitor that folds down from 
the overhead console, head¬ 
phone jacks with volume con- 
trols for each set of 
headphone, and a video game 
input for connecting a cam¬ 
corder or Nintendo-type video 
game. I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised at the sound quality 
and clarity of the this system. 
Montana has the same sort of 



video amenities called “Mon¬ 
tana Vision.” 

There is ample seating for 
both the driver and all of the 
passengers. Leg and headroom 
are at a premium. Also, cargo 
room is great, plenty to carry 
groceries and your all impor¬ 
tant Christmas packages. 

When examining the exte¬ 
rior of this vehicle, you can see 
just how sporty if looks. Sleek 
lines and a great curved body 
styling adorn this one. Acceler¬ 
ation is good and the gas mile¬ 
age is great. The fuel economy 
racked up some pretty good 
numbers, 22 miles per gallon 
in the city and 29 on the high¬ 
way. Venture comes standard 
with a 3.4 liter 4-speed auto¬ 
matic. 

For the most part, I liked 
the Venture. However, I had 
one major problem with it. If 
you ever have to change the 
battery, or need to use this 
minivan for a jump vehicle, 
forget about it! What a terrible 
design! There is no way that 
you can get to the battery with¬ 
out tools. The fuse box is 
mounted on top of it, making it 
impossible to get to the nega¬ 
tive connector of the battery. 
Come on Chevy, you can do 
much better then that!
